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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT. 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to 
the Library shall be kept by the Librarians in 
whom the custody and responsibility thereof shall 
be vested ; and who shall be required to report to 
the House through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of 
each Session, the actual state of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort tothe Library 
during the Session of Parliament except the Gov- 
vernor General, the members of the Privy Council, 
and the Senate and House of Commons, and the 
Officers of both Houses, and such other persons as 
may receive a written order of admission froin the 
Speaker of either House. Members may personally 
introduce strangers to the Library during the day- 
time, but not after the hour of seven o’clock, P. M. 


During a Session of Parliament no books belong- 
ing to the Library shal] be taken out of the build- 
ing, except by the authority of the Speaker or upon 
receipts given by a member of either House, 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library and 
Reading Room shall be open every day in each 
week, Sundays and Holidays excepted, from the 
hour of ten in the morning until three, in the after- 
noon ; and access to the Library shall be permitted 
to persons introduced by a member of the Legisla- 
ture, or admitted at the direction of the Librarian; 
subject to such regulations as may be deemed 
necessary for the security and preservation of the 
collection ; but no one shall be allowed to take any 
book out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such other as may be authorized 
by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member of 
either House not residing at the seat of Government 
shall have liberty to borrow or have in his posses- 
sion at any one time more than three works, from 
_the Library, or to retain the same for a longer 
period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by card, 
by the Speaker of either House, to borrow books 
from the Library, shall be allowed to have in his 
possession more than two books at any one time, or 
to retain the same longer than three weeks, and all 
such persons shall return the books so taken when 
required by the Librarian. 


No books of reference or books of special cost 
and value may be removed from the seat of Gov- 
ernment under any circumstances. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library Com- 
mittee at every Session of Parliament, the Libra- 
rians shall report a list of the books absent at the 
commencement of the Session, specifying the names 
of any persons who have retained the same in con- 
travention of either of the foregoing Rules.

Pendam la vacance du Parlement la Bibliotheque 
et la Chambre de Lecture sont ouvertes tous les 
jours de chaque semaine, excepté les dimanches et 
jours de féte, depuis dix heures du matin jusqu’a 
trois heures de l’apres-midi ; et la Bibliothéque est 
ouverte aux personnes introduites par un membre 
de la Législature, ou admise a la discrétion du 
Bibliothécaire, sujettes aux réegles qui sont jugées 
nécessaires pour la stireté et la conservation des 
livres, mais il n’est permis a qui que ce soit, si ce 
nest aux membres de la Législature et aux autres 
personnes ayant l’autorisation de ’Orateur de l'une 
ou de Pautre Chambre, d’emporter un livre hors de 
la Bibliotheque. 


Durant les vacances du Parlement, aucun mem- 
bre de l'une ou de l’autre Chambre ne résidant pas 
au siege du gouvernement, n’aura le droit d’em- 
prunter ou de garder en sa possession plus de trois 
ouvrages a la fois ; de plus il ne devra pas les gar- 
der plus d’un mois en sa possession. 


Aucune des personnes ayant le privilege—sur la 
foi d’une carte du président de l’une ou de l’autre 
Chambre,— d’emprunter des livres ala Bibliotheque, 
ne pourra avoir en sa possession plus de deux on- 
vrages a la fois ou les garder plus de trois semaines, 
et toutes ces personnes devront remettre les livres 
ainsi empruntés, lorsqu’elles en seront requises. 


Aucun livre de reférence ou ouvrage de luxe et 
de prix ne pourra étre emporté du siege du Gou- 
vernement pour aucune considération. 


A chaque Session du Parlement, les Bibliothé- 
caires devront, a la premiere assemblée du comité 
mixte de la Bibliotheque, soumettre une liste de 
tous les livres qui n’ont pas encore été remis au 
commencement de la Session, en spécifiant les noms 
des personnes qui auront gardé ces livres contrai- 
rement aux régles qui précédent. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the 
Joint Library Committee have agreed to 
the following New Rules, to which the 
attention of persons frequenting the Li- 
brary, or making use of any books belong- 
ing thereto, is specially requested. 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any 
mark, by pencil or otherwise, in any 
books belonging to the Library, or to 
turn down leaves therein, or otherwise 
deface the same. | 


2. No person (other than a member of 
Parliament) is permitted to have 
access to any of the Galleries sur- 
rounding the Library, without the 
express permission of the Librarian 
or unless accompanied by an officer 


of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to 
remain in the Library with his hat 
on; nor will smoking, or spitting on 
the floor or carpet be permitted, in 
any of the Library apartments. 


4, No audible conversation will be allow- 
ed in the reading room; nor shall 
any person be permitted to partake 
of refreshments therein ; and no dogs 


shall be allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE JOINT LIBRARIANS OF PARLIAMENT 


To the House of Commons : 


The joint librarians of Parliament have the honour to make the following report 
for the year 1893. 


During the long recess a further attempt was made to extend our exchange rela- 
tions with the newer States of the American Union. 


The latest revisions of the Statutes of the various States were procured at consider- 
able expense. 


3 The reports of the Boards of Trade of the United States and Canada were pro- 
cured, as far as they were obtainable, and all statistical publications have been placed 
at the service of members. 


The removal of the Patent Reports and specifications placed some space at the 
disposal of the librarians, and they have utilized it to relieve the shelves of the main 
library, and render access to the books more convenient. 


The catalogue volumes have been rearranged and rebound, but in view of the fact 
that these volumes will not last, and are fast filling up, the librarians propose to extend 
the card catalogue system already in partial operation in the library. / 

The Canadian section has received several important additions during the year. 
This section is now so far complete that the librarians can submit it for the inspection 
of experts with some satisfaction. There are, however, some books still beyond our 
reach. Among other things, the earliest newspapers published in Upper and Lower 
Canada and the Maritime provinces, are not easily obtainable. 


Among the additions to the library, the attention of members is directed to the 
new edition of May’s “ Parliamentary Practice,” edited by Sir Reginald Palgrave, 
K.C.B., the Clerk of the House of Commons, of England. The new edition of Todd’s 
‘* Parliamentary Government in the Colonies,” for which a sum was placed in last year’s 
estimates, will be ready for delivery early in the session. 


The annual catalogue of additions to the library will be issued at an early day. 
A list of the copyrights deposited during the year is appended hereto. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Les bibliothécaires-conjoints du Parlement ont Vhonneur de présenter le rapport 
suivant pour l’année 1893 :— 


Pendant la vacance, les mesures nécessaires ont été prises pour étendre notre sys- 
teme d’échanges aux Etats qui sont entrés dernierement dans |’Union américaine. 


Les bibliothécaires se sont procuré, a grands frais, les derniéres éditions des Statuts 
Refondus publiés par chaque Etat. 


Les rapports des chambres de commerce des Etats-Unis et du Canada ont été com- 
plétés autant qu’il a été possible de le faire, et toutes les publications de statistiques ont 
été mises a la disposition des députés. 


Le déplacement des brevets d’invention a mis un certain espace a la disposition des 
bibliothécaires, et ils en ont profité pour dégager les rayons encombrés de la partie prin- 
‘cipale de la bibliotheque et rendre ainsi l’acces aux livres plus facile. 


Les volumes de l’index ont été remaniés et reliés de nouveau, mais en présence 
du fait que ces volumes ne peuvent pas durer bien longtemps et quils seront bientdt 
remplis, les bibliothécaires se proposent d’adopter le systeme des cartes déja en opération 
pour certaines sections de la bibliotheque. 


La section canadienne s’est enrichie par plusieurs acquisitions importantes faites 
pendant lannée qui vient de s’écouler. Ce département est aujourd’hui dans un état 
qui peut permettre aux bibliothécaires de le soumettre avec satisfaction a l’examen de 
personnes compétentes.

That the concession to the United States of the freedom of the fisheries and of 
the St. Lawrence, without compensation, would place Canada in a most disad- 
vantageous position for future negotiations, by depriving her of the means of 
offering any adequate equivalent for those concessions she is desirous of obtain- 
ing from that nation. 


That the House willingly consents to the consideration by the Joint High 
Commission of all subjects in which Canada is concerned with the United 


States; and will cheerfully make any sacrifices that may be required at their 
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hands in the interest of the Empire, so far as they do not compromise the 
national interests and security of this country, and directly tend to their undue 
subordination to the United States in the feature.

Part THIRD—CONSULAR RETURNS. 


These documents are the answers of United States Consuls to the circular of this 
Department (of State) of 15th March, 1854, already referred to, issued with a 
view to obtain the requisite materials for this report. Errors of fact and deduc- 
tion have often been detected in these returns in preparing them for the report, 
and they have in most instances, though not in all, been corrected ; while dis- 
crepancies of more or less moment, between the statements and estimates of 
the returns and other portions of the work, will be frequently perceived. In 
the various tables of comparative tariffs, for example, the rates of duty will 
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generally be found somewhat higher when given in the returns than in the 
statements prepared from the original publications in this office ; owing, mainly, 
to the fact that, by the United States official standard of foreign moneys used 
in this work, their value is more or less depreciated from that sustained by 
them in the countries whence they emanate. The commercial value of such 
foreign moneys must also, as a matter of course, be governed at all times by the 
rate of exchange for the time being.
